The Caribbean Development Bank is a 
regional financial institution 
established in 1970 to contribute to 
the harmonious growth and development 
of member countries in the Caribbean 
and to promote economic cooperation 

and integration with special and urgent 
attention being paid to the needs of 
che iec&sSs developeG members or the 
region; 


The Caribbean Development Bank's 
financial resources are derived from 
the ordinary capital stock of the Bank 
Subscribed to by the members of the 
Bank and the Special Development Fund 
which receives either contributions or 
loans from member and/or non-member 
countries; 


The Special Development Fund is used 
to maxe or guarantee long term low 
interest loans of high development 
priority in the less developed member 
countries of the region; 


Canada undertook in 1971 to contribute 

to the Bank's Special Development Fund. 
This contribution has now been fully 
committed by the Bank and for this 

reason Canada has been formally approached

INTRODUCTION AND APPLICATION 


In its second report to the Government, the Advisory Group on Executive 
Compensation recommended that steps be taken to improve the non-salary 
compensation for all executive personnel in the public service. In 
accordance with this recommendation, the non-salary compensation described 
in these guidelines has already been authorized for persons appointed by the 
Public Service Commission to the Senior Executive Group of the Executive 
Category.

NON-SALARY COMPENSATION 


Vacation Leave 


A person is entitled to four weeks of annual vacation leave with pay 
irrespective of the length of his continuous employment. A person shall 
retain any unused vacation leave credit he may have accumulated prior 

to becoming a person to whom these guidelines apply provided his former 
employment in the Public Service and his present employment are 
continuous. 


Compensation in Lieu of Unused Vacation Leave 


On termination of employment, compensation in lieu of the unused portion 
of accumulated vacation leave shall be provided. The cash payment for 
unused vacation leave is determined by multiplying the number of days of 
accumulated vacation leave by the daily rate of pay at the time of 
termination of employment. 


Sick Leave 


Sick leave shall be earned at the rate of one and one-quarter days for 
each calendar month of employment. A person shall retain any unused 
sick leave credit he may have accumulated prior to becoming a person to 
whom these guidelines apply, provided his former employment in the 


Public Service and his present employment are continuous. 


In the case of illness prior to the accumulation of sufficient sick leave 
credits or following the exhaustion of earned sick leave credits, up to 
130 working days (approximately six months' sick leave) with pay may be 
granted, as follows: 


(a) at the discretion of the appropriate Minister, to the 
deputy head of a department or the Chief Executive 
Officer of an agency, and 


(b) “at the discretion of the Chief Executive Officer of an 
agency, to a person other than a person described in (a) 
above.
